Groups say more awareness necessary for teens 

CyberSafe programs offered in Carstairs and Didsbury fall flat

The recent cancellation of two 
cybersafe programs offered both in 
Carstairs and Didsbury has Family 
and Community Support Services 
employees and library workers 
shaking their heads and wondering 
what they can do to reach parents 
and children. 

A recent article published in Ixith 
the Review and Courier revealed 
two east's of child |tomography 
Ix-ing created and distributed by 
teens in Didsbury. In the weeks fol¬ 
lowing, die PCSS in Ciuslairs and 
the library in Didsbury advertised a 
cybersafe session, for children eight 
to II teaching kids to recognize 
warning signs and use safe and 


unsafe situations skills to make Ix't- 
ter choices. Both classes were ean- 
celled due to zero participation. 

“It’s surprising ... I.just don’t get 
it," said Carstairs PCSS director, 
Robbin Bowman. Bowman asked 
parents and other community mem¬ 
bers what they thought was going 
on and suggestions varied from 
weekend courses conflict with 
sports to parents thinking their 
child would never end up in a situa¬ 
tion where they’d involved in poten¬ 
tially unsafe situations online such 
as creating |>omography. 

“I think there’s just so much 
offered to kids right now they’re 
overloaded. Which makes il tough 
for us because we don’t know what 
they wiuil or what they need,” said 
Bowman who plans to nin another 


survey down the road to get parents 
input. 

At the Didsbury Ijbrary, workers 
have Ixx-it trying to raise awareness 
with establishing guidelines for 
accessing Internet. 

If children under Hi want Internet 
access, their parents have to come 
into the library and sign a form that 
informs them computers are 
unmonitored and unfiltered, 
explains! Donna Munro. Kids an* 
then given a card and they have to 
bring it in every time they want to 
access the Internet. 

“Some parents think it's a g*xxi 
idea iuid some are really liappy 
alxmt it. But others just roll their 
eyes and they’re the ones we need 
to reach out to," said Munro. Munro 
said library workers me interested 


in partnering up with other organi¬ 
zations to find an approach that will 
reach parents and children. 

Trina Lonsberry, program coordi¬ 
nator for Peer Support for Abused 
Women said it’s hard to get through 
to teens the consequences of sex- 
ting or engaging in sexual behav- 
iour online because it’s become the 
nomi. 

“When I go into a class I ask ‘how 
inmiy of you have sexted or know 
someone who has sexted more 
than once this month?’ Ninety per 
cent of their hands ;irc going up," 
she said. 

Ixinslierry gix-s into high schools 
in Cremona, Olds, Carstairs, 
Bowden and offers eight class** 
that have to do with bullying, cyber 
bullying, domestic and dating vio¬ 


lent-*' as well as gender stereotypes 
and th*' influences of media 

“When you’re looking at teens 
mid the influence in their lives 
you’re trying to bring awareness lo 
what they’re s*eing. They liecome 
desensitized to it mid it appears nor¬ 
mal.” 

She said along with these classes 
she's available as a one on one con¬ 
tact if teens rued anything mid said 
she gets at least two to time stu¬ 
dents kHiking for that each class. 

Last year. Peer Support asked for 
funding through th*' Community 
Services Board in Didsbury and 
was denied the $13,(XX) request. The 
program is no longer offered in 
I )i*lsbury.

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Close call causes recount, results unchanged

Review 

A recount of last week’s election votes humped num¬ 
bers slightly but didn’t change the overall results. 
Rayburn Anderson received 565 votes on first count, edg¬ 
ing him into council over Ernie Ryckman by two votes. 

“We had a recount between Ray Anderson and Ernie 
Ryckman because there was a two vote difference," 
explained returning officer Luana Smith in an email. 
“After the recount there was a six count difference which 
still favoured Ray Anderson. I just wanted to be sure with 
such a close count and there were two individuals run¬ 
ning with the same last name ‘Anderson,’ she stated. 

Official results poll Anderson with 569 votes, and 
Ryckman remained with 563. 

“It is what it is,” said Ryckman who served on council 
for six years. “There have been lots of recounts over the 
years and one in every 100 gets reversed. 1 wasn’t expect¬ 
ing a change (in numbers)," he explained. Ryckman said 
he was disappointed with the results initially, hoping to 
finish a few projects he had worked on during his time on 


council, particularly the work on the Mountain View 
Seniors’ Housing, where he was chair for the last two 
years. 

“I was there for some of the tough parts and I would 
have liked to see the facility that will be wonderful, all the 
way to completion.” 

The Review reported incorrectly last week that 
Ryckman returned to council and Anderson wasn’t in. 
Ryckman said a few people came up to congratulate him. 

“Change is inevitable and it can be good ... I’m sure 
they’ll (council) serve the town well," he said. 

Anderson is starting his first term on council and is one 
of three new faces. He said he was very excited when he 
heard initially that was in. After hearing there’d be a 
recount Anderson waited patiently before celebrating. 

“Everyone kept congratulating me and I said ‘it’s not 
done till it’s over,’” said Anderson who will be sworn into 
council at tonight’s council meeting. 

The election brought in 1222 voters of the 3436 eligible 
voters, said Smith. This means a drop from 44 per cent or 
1411 in 2007, shown from Alberta Municipal Affairs 
statistics. 


“A lot of people that supported me said they didn’t go 
and vote because they assumed I was a shoe-in,” said 
Anderson who was surprised by voter apathy. Anderson 
offered a meet-and-greet at Mugs Coffee House for four 
days during his campaign and rented out the pool for a 
free swim as a means of gelling to know people but said 
few people turned out. 

“It seemed like most people that came to talk to me or 
went out to vote were 55 or older,” he said. 

Official results on Friday place Donald l-avar Adams, 
Ray Anderson, Rick Mousseau, (Jail Nowlan, Gayle Veno 
and Peter Versluys on council and Brian Wittal as mayor. 

Wittal, starting his third term on council and second as 
mayor, earned 57 per cent of the votes this year with 690 
compared to candidate Rick Lavigne’s 514. 

“I don’t consider it a defeat,” said Lavigne. 
“Campaigning was an educating and enlightening process 
and I think I brought attention to people’s concerns,” he 
said. Wittal Ls looking forward to another term and said 
the campaign brought forward concerns from residents 
he hopes to address including increased communication 
from town and council.

The Habitat for Humanity build in 
Valarosa is getting closer to comple¬ 
tion. Volunteers were out Saturday 
afternoon finishing the landscape 
and hope to see the house completed 
by December. 

“We need to get the landscaping 
completed now, before the winter 
weather hits,” said Wendy Crawford 
helping lay sod on the weekend. 
Volunteers from Didsbury Elks and 
experts from Olds College landscap¬ 
ing club came out to pitch in a hand. 

“We’ve got about three quarters of 
the build done," said Dennis 
McKeman.

Habitat for Humanity has built 
homes in Cremona, Olds and Sundre 
and is finishing their first home in 
Didsbury. Although nothing has been 
confirmed yet, the group has their 
eyes set on Carstairs as their next 
destination. 

“We're usually finishing one house 
while planning the next,” said 
McKern an. 

Habitat for Humanity helps fami¬ 
lies build and buy affordable homes 
and require families to pay an inter¬ 
est free mortgage to the organization 
as well as donate 500 volunteer 
hours into their community.

The announcement of a 
100 Ih‘(I, approximately $20 
million supportive living 
facility has been delayed for 
another four to six weeks. 

Mayor Brian Wittal 
expected to hear last week 
which of the 13 private com¬ 
panies that responder! to the 
provincial government’s 
request for proposals for the 
P3 project was the success¬ 
ful bidder. 

Turns out information 
from the Minister for 
Seniors. Mary-Anne 


Jablonski muddled the 
dates. 

“It was an error on her 
part," said Wittal. “She men¬ 
tioned that we should know 
on the 18th but that was for 
one someplace else They’re 
still reviewing and expert a 
decision in the next four to 
six weeks,” he said. 

Earlier this spring, the 
provincial minister of infra¬ 
structure announced his 
ministry and the Ministry of 
Senior and Community 
Supports would fund $10 
million for a facility in 
Didsbury, with matching 
funding to be provided by a 


private company. 

The plan was different 
than what was lieing consid¬ 
ered hy Alberta Health 
Services - which was a stand 
alone replacement facility 
for tiie 50 long term care 
IhhIs currently located in the 
Didsbury hospital with an 
extra 10 new beds added in. 

Health Minister Gene 
Zwozdesky confirmed dur¬ 
ing his tour of the Didsbury 
hospital in April, that plans 
had changed. 

But he was unable to say 
how many of the new beds 
planned would be long-term 
can> or designated assisted 


living IkhIs. 

Wittal said until they know 
whom the bidder will l>e, 
they’re unable to tell how 
many would be for long 
term care or designated 
assisted living lx sis or when* 
the location will be. 

“The hopes is whoever 
d<x*s get the contract, them’s 
enough time during the win¬ 
ter months so hopefully 
come spring they can get 
started on something 
depending on who, what 
and where. Then they’n* not 
delayed and miss part of a 
construction season,” said 
Wittal.

Councils have 
big jobs ahead

As newly elected town and 
county councils get down to 
work following the recent 
municipal election campaign, 
some councillors may have high 
hopes of big infrastructure proj¬ 
ects in their respective communities. 

Yet judging by recent comments from Stelmach 
cabinet minister and Treasury Board president 
Lloyd Snelgrove, any local government that may 
be harbouring dreams of upgrades or replacement 
of aging roads, streets, bridges, and school and 
hospital buildings may be in for a big letdown. 

The Stelmach government is facing a $4.8 billion 
deficit in 2010-2011. With that in mind, Snelgrove 
recently reportedly said anybody hoping for 
increased infrastructure spending “may be disap¬ 
pointed.” 

“We're looking very, very thoroughly again into 
every department, every program and seeing are 
there efficiencies to be gained?” said Snelgrove. 

A recently released Alberta Transportation study 
has found that the province’s overall road network 
is showing significant deterioration - more than 40 
per cent of highways are listed in fair condition 
and 15 per cent in poor condition. 

“Significant additional funding is necessary to 
address the backlog of highway sections that are 
slipping into poor condition,” the Alberta 
Transportation report states. “The overall highway 
network is continuing to age and deteriorate.” 

With rural communities across West Central 
Alberta relying on the highway and secondary 
highway network for virtually everything from 
food and fuel delivery to tourism traffic, any fail¬ 
ure to keep up the roads could end up causing 
long-term trouble for the entire region. 

As well, major upgrades are needed at many area 
hospitals and health facilities, some of which were 
built back in t he pre-Tory 1960s era. And of course 
similar upgrades art' also needed at many area 
school fac ilities. 

Not surprisingly, the opposition Liberals say the 
Stelmach government should take a good part of 
the blame for the current less than enviable finan¬ 
cial situation the province finds itself in. 

“This government has a spending problem,” says 
Liberal Leader David Swann. 

West Central Alberta residents have elected new 
municipal councils with the expectation that 
councillors will work hard and diligently to main¬ 
tain and, if possible, even improve vital infrastruc¬ 
ture and transportation facilities. 

Yet with the Stelmach government anything but 
flush with cash right now, meeting those reason¬ 
able public expectations with the help of substan¬ 
tial provincial government cash infusions may 
simply not be in the cards. 

Newly minted town and county councils in the 
region certainly have their work cut out for them - 
and one of those jobs may all too quickly end up 
being a protracted and bitter funding battle with 
an already battered Stelmach government drip¬ 
ping with red ink.

Library looking to help 


Dear Editor, 

A couple of weeks ago an article 
headlined the Review telling how 
some Didsbury teens had got 
involved in online pornography. Cpl. 
Wrighl of Didsbury RCMP detach¬ 
ment noted the need to “educate 
these children” and at the library, we 
agree. Ironically, in that same issue 
was an ad for a “CyberSafe" program 
being offered at your library. That 
course, like so many others over the 
years was cancelled because of zero 
participation. The CyberSafe pro¬ 
gram was not only printed in the 
paper, it was also listed in the 
Didsbury Community Living Guide, 
posted in the library and on the 


library website, as were all the other 
similar progrants. We are offering a 
“Web Awareness - how to keep you 
kids safe online” session for parents 
here in the library on November 9 - 
no on has yet registered. The need 
for this kind of information is obvi¬ 
ous. Your library has resources to 
help, not just classes, but books and 
websites both for kids and parents. 
How do we get that kind of informa¬ 
tion out to Didsbury families? 

We are also fortunate in Didsbury 
to have community wellness work¬ 
ers in our schools, informing and 
counselling kids about safety, poten¬ 
tially invasive social networking and 
other online risks. There was a pro¬ 
gram and support person provided 


to Didsbury High School by Peer 
Supports Services for Abused 
Women. Sadly, funding for PSSAW 
was cut by the town last spring. 

Wringing of hands and blaming the 
victims - and even though they 
might be willing participants, our 
kids are still victims in the volatile 
and frenzied world of technology 
today - are not solutions. We need to 
work together - parents, the police, 
our schools and institutions - to 
empower our kids to be safe in the 
face of these social trends. Your 
library can help.

Physicians express concerns 


(The following is an excerpt of a 
letter sent by the Alberta Medical 
Association to Health Minister Gene 
Zwodeski last week) 

On behalf of the Section of 
Emergency Medicine (SEM) of the 
Alberta Medical Association, I feel 
compelled to bring to your attention 
our member's serious concerns 
regarding the state of emergency 
medical services in our province. 

Severe systemic overcrowding con¬ 
tinues to adversely impact access to 
acute care emergency services with 
in the province. Unfortunately, this is 
not a new problem, and despite 
repeated pleas and communications 
with your Ministry and Alberta 
Health Services, access block and 
emergency department/ system over¬ 


crowding continue to worsen. 

Overcrowding in our province 
today is worse than it has ever been, 
and front line emergency physicians 
continue to express grave concerns 
regarding their inability to provide 
safe or timely care to patients pre¬ 
senting to our Emergency 
Departments (EDs). 

Due to severe access block, we are 
routinely failing to meet even the 
basic recommended times to assess 
and treat acutely ill patients arriving 
to our hospitals, and suspect that the 
problem will only worsen as the win¬ 
ter illness season approaches. 

We feel compelled to continue to 
advocate on behalf of our patients, 
and recently members of our section 
have met with yourself, Deputy 
Minister Ramotar, as well as Dr. 


Duckett, in order to inform our 
health care leaders that Albertans 
continue to suffer and receive sub¬ 
standard emergency care as a direct 
result of a lack of capacity within the 
system. 

Again, our data and feedback from 
Emergency Physicians throughout 
the province indicate that our over¬ 
crowding problem continues to 
worsen and we anticipate the poten¬ 
tial catastrophic collapse of timely 
emergency care delivery in the 
upcoming months. There must be an 
intervention immediately. 

The Section of Emergency 
Medicine looks forward to working 
with yourself and your Ministry to 
immediately address this ongoing 
crisis.

Community uses old machines to finish harvest

Over one hundred community 
members gathered in a field south 
east of Pidsbury Saturday to finish 
the final step of harvesting. 

Lyle Brown invited family and com¬ 
munity members during the month of 
September and October to help har¬ 
vest grain using traditional methods. 
Friends have cut and tied bundles of 
grain with a 1920 John Deere binder, 
stooked bundles by hand and now 
threshed five acres of grain. 

“I remember helping out pitching 
the hay when I was a young girl," said 
Susie Neufeld, 85. Neufeld came out 
with her husband Frank to watch 
friends help bring in the harvest anti 
Neufeld smiled, remembering the 
past. 

“You know we never went on vaca¬ 
tion. I was taught how to use a com¬ 
bine when I was younger and 1 
thought it was just great. It was some¬ 
thing different from the chores 
inside, that was enough of a vacation 
for me," she said. Neufeld and her 
husband, together for 59 years sup¬ 
port Brown’s effort to keep the tradi¬ 


tion alive. 

“It was an exciting time. Big meals 
w’ould be prepared and we had the 
chance to be neighbourly and work 
together." 

Neufeld helped stook the bundles 
two weeks ago with friends Stuart 
Hooper and Dave Smith who were 
also present on Saturday. 

“It’s quite the process,” said 
I looper. 

A exact tally of how much grain 


was produced hasn’t been sorted out 
but Tracy and Jon Ewert estimate 100 
bushels or $400 to $500 of grain was 
threshed over the weekend and the 
family is donating all of it to 
Canadian Food grains bank. 

“We live in a country of abundance 
so why not share our resources,” said 
Tracy of why they donated the grain. 

Each dollar earned from the grain 
is matched by $4 from Canadian 
International Development Agency.

The principle at Didsbury 
High School and vice princi¬ 
ple at West Glen said teach¬ 
ers an* offering online safety 
courses as well as other 
courses involving these 
issues for teens.

“Women come forward 
because their kids have 


talked al>oul these tilings at 
school and the teeas them¬ 
selves were the referrals," 
she said. Loasberry offers 
support programs for 
abused women in Olds and 
said last year 42 of the 113 
women taking the courses 
were from Didsbury. 

Since funding has been 
cut, other towns that su|>- 
|x>rt the funding for the pro¬ 
gram an 1 welcoming women 
from I tidsburv. 


“I’m grateful for that 
...there’s been some very 
very very high risk cases 
come out of Didsbury and 
it’s freighting to think to 
think what would hapi>en to 
them,” she said. 

Iyonsberry said Peer 
Support will apply for fund¬ 
ing again this year - and hope- 
ful for the outcome. 
Recently the Didsbury 
Chamber of Commerce 
donated all proceeds from 


the silent auction held dur¬ 
ing the Didsbury business 
gala to the group though the 
total has yet to be figured 
out. 

“We’re just starting to get 
support from the communi¬ 
ty. We’re s|lending time on 
community awareness to let 
people know who we an*... 
I think if we give people of 
I iidsbury the chance to have 
a voice, I’m sun* they’ll want 
this program."
